9T"i do have a 4-page report of an interview on II/ 23/63 where Skip Hall is 
mentioned. This was discovered by Harold Weisberg and given to me for my own use, 
with the understanding that I would not further distribute it or publish it myself. 

I think Harold plans to use it in one of his unpublished books. Especially because 
of your special knowledge of right-wing activities, I expect that he would make it 
availa ble to you under those same conditions; I will ask his permission. 

10) I just got my own Xerox copy of the- ONI file on Oswald, It is 325 pages 
and mostly junk, much of it dated after the assassination. When I can, I will 
separate the wheat from the chaff and send you a copy of the former. (This will 
take some time.) Enclosed are 8 pages relating to this file (not all were in it). 
The last two pages are the ones everyone is interested in; I got them from the 
Navy using the Freedom of Information Act. Unfortunately, they seem to have no 
special significance. 

11) I have the FPCC file only on microfilm. I am enclosing a list of the 
contents; I have gotten many of the best items on Xerox. I could make you a copy 
of the film; I am also considering getting a printout (600 pages). Ask about any 
especially interesting items. 

12) CD 732, cover letter and part j. (5 pp.) The initial contact with Ruby was 
made by SA Charles W. Flynn; thelater ones may or may not have been. I would like 
to know what Flynn’s special interests were. A Ruby expert might place special 
significance on the dates of the contacts, 

13) Declassification of documents originating with the Commission is the 
responsibility of the Archives, delegated to Marion Johnson. (See Wozencraft 
letter of Aug 17, 1986, sent, and Wise article, SatEvePost, April 6 , 1968 .) 

14) CS 710 enclosed. 

I will hang onto your $5 + 5 and keep track of what I send you. You needn’t 
send more money; your credit would be good when the $10 runs out. 

1 would be interested in anything you have on Nossenko. When I was at the 
Archives, I accidentally was allowed to see CD 651 , p. 2, which relates to him. 

I don’t recall hearing about any file he brought with him. Wise mentions another

If you intend to get into CD’s, you should have the 184-page list, and the 
short "File Classification Manual" and perhaps the indexes to seme of the major 
CD’s. I could copy the 184-page list for you, but I have only a marked-up copy. 

One major piece of work that has not, as far as I know, been done, and relates to 
your points 3-4 on p. 2, is an analysis of the large and junky State Dept, files. 
Someone should do it.
